The foregoing from the 
Washington I’osl, of April 18ih, is 
of itself sullicicut reply to the erili- 
eisms which have been made ii|h>ii 
P resident McKinley's action in re- 
gard to our relations with Spain, and 
is only one of a series of facts whicli 
the public ia now lieginiiing to recog- 
nize as the true eausa of what niany 
were inclined to look ii|M)n as unnec- 
essary delay or a desire to avoid dell-
